United States Supreme Court 
sending damage suits back to

took occasion to administer a 
stinging rebuke to counsel on both 
sides and to read a lecture to the 
bar and courts in general on tie 
proper conduct of tria!s. 

The cases were those of Mis. 
Myrtle Jobnson and her husband, 
Edward H. Johnson, against the 
New York Central Railroade In 
the District Court Mrs. Johnson 
was awarded $25,000 and her hua- 
band $10,000 because of injuries 
suffered by the former from the 
luching of a train on which she 
vaS & passenger. The judgment 
Was upheld by the Court of Appeals 
for the Eighth Circuit. 

“Writs of certiorari,” 
opinion of the United States Su- 
preme Court, read by Justice 
Stone, “were granted ona fetition 
signed by counsel for petitioner 
(the New York Central) whe ar- 
gued the cases here. It stated that 
the cases were of such importance 
and were such a departure ‘from 
the accepted and usual course of 
judicial proceedings, as to call for 
an exercise of this Court’s power 
of supervision.’ But his argument 
here was so inadequately prepared 
and exhibited such lack of familiar- 
ity with the record as not to be of 
assistance to the Court, and in the 
argunient of counsel on both sides 
there was a want of the candor 
which is essential to the proper and 
adequate presentation of a cause 
in this court. 

“Discredits the Bar.” 

“The occasion seems appropriate 
to remind counsel! that the attempt- 
ed presentation of cases without 
adequate preparation and with 
want of fairness and candor dis- 
credits the bar and obstructs the 
administration of justice.” 

“he Johnson case raised the in- 
teresting question of a railroad’s 
liability when a passenger is hurt 
by the unusual “lurching” or 
“lunge” of a train: Mrs. Johnson, 
it was shown, was thrown to the 
floor of a Pullman car and severe- 
ly and permanently injured. Her 
attorneys contended that the fact 
of her injuries was in itself suffi- 
cient evidence of negligence on the 
part of the carrier. The argument, 
in other words, was that the doc- 
trine of res ipsa loquitur (the thing 
itself speaks) applied to the case, 
and his construction of the law 
was upheld by the Circuit Court of 
Appeals.

The decision of the court was by 
Justice McReynolds. Dissent was 
noted by Justices Vandevanter, 
Butler anu Sutherland, but they 
did not render-a separate opinion. 

Restraining Order Upsct. 

The case came to the Supreme 
Court on appeal from an order of 
a Fedéral three-Judge Statutory 
Court which restrained he city 
and the commission from _ inter- 
fering with the Interborough’'s an- 
nounced purpose to put into ef- 
fect a 7-cent fare. Pending the 
hearing of th: appeal, the Su- 
preme Court temporarily vacated 
the injunction. The case was then 
argued on two occasions, and 
finally came the decision of yes- 
terday upsétting the order of the 
three-judge court. 

Thus the way is cleared for an 
orderly settlement of the issue by 
the New York State courts. If they 
rule for the 5-cent fare, it will then 
be possible for the Interborough to 
bring the case to the Supreme 
Court on the ground of confisca- 
tion, 

Stripped of its intricacies, the 
issue is this: Is the b6-cent fare 
fixed in the contracts of the city 
with the Interborough inflexible? 
The city holds that it is. The city 
contends that if the Interborough 
is allowed to charge more than 
6b cents, then the city’s right of 
contract is destroyed. The Inter- 
borough argues that the 5-cent 
fate has become confiscatory and 
that it is entitled to relief under 
the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution. 


Contracts in 1900 and 1902. 

The 5-cent fare was stipulated in 
contracts entered into between the 
city and the transit company in 
1900 and 19092. According to the 
Intetborugh, the inflexible charac- 
ter of the 6G-cent fare has been 
voided by subsequent New York 
State legislation. 

“Considering the entire record,” 
Says the Opinion of the Supreme 
Court, “we think the challenged 
order (that is, the order of the 
three-judge court) was improvi- 
dent and beyond tho proper dis- 
cretion of the court. 

“The record is voluminous; the 
contracts between the parties are 
Complex; the relevant statutes in- 
ticate. No decision of this court 
or of the New York Stato courts 
authoritatively determines the 
Questions at issue. The basic one 
galls for construction of compli-« 
eated State legislation.” 
~ The whole tenor of the decision 
js that the Interborough did not 
follow an “orderly” course of ac- 
tion in its battle with the city. 


* No Confiscation Shown. 


- But while the Supreme Court 
Says that the issue is one for the 
Btate courts to settle, it clearly ex- 
Presses its own belief that the In. 
terborough as yet has made no 
showing of confiscation. 

“To support the action of the 
court below,” says the opinion, “it 
fyould be necessary to show with 
fair certainty, first, that before the 
priginal bill was filed the Commis- 
sion had taken, or Was about to 
lake, some improper action in re- 
epect of the Interborough corn- 
pany’s new schedules or its appli- 
cation for leave to discontinue the 
b-cent rate and establish one of 7 
cents; and secondly, that the 5-cent 
fare was #0 iow &s to bo confisca- 
tory while the proposed charge of

The opinion points out that the 
receipts on the subway lines show 
a steady increase, and that “‘if this 
continues, the Interborough com- 
pany ultimately will receive its en- 
tire investment on account of sub- 
Ways with large profits.”’ 

It is conceded by the Court that 
the elevated lines of the same 
company, on which it also seeks to 
charge a 7-cent fare, are not pros- 
pering, but the Court denies that 
for rate-making purposes the sub- 
ways and the eclevated lines should 
be treated as a single system. The 
two systems, the Court says, are 
plainly separate and must be ie) 
regarded. 

“The claim for:-an 8 per cent 
return upon the values of subways 
which are the property of the city 
and distinctly declared by statute 
to be public streets,” says the opin- 
ion, “is unprecedented and ought 
not to be accepted without more 
cogent support than the present 
record discloses. 

“The operating equipment sup- 
plied under contracts Nov 1 and 2 
(the original contracts with the 
city), which originally cost not 
over $60,000,000, real estate valued 
at $300,000. and office sundries of 
small value, is the only property 
connected with the subways to 
which the Interborough holds ti- 
tle; but it seeks remuneration 
based upon total valués of all thesé 


represent investments amounting 
to $360,000,000 and present value 
exceeding $600,000,000. 


&17,000,000 Subway Revenue. 
“At the current rate of return, 
after paying operating expenses, 
taxcs and rentals to the city, the 
Interborough will realize annually 
from the subways more than $17,- 
000,000, 

“The annual income of the ele- 
vated lines, after deducting opcrat- 
ing expenses, maintenance, taxes, 
etc., probably will not hereafter 
exceed $4,000,000, and as the In- 
terborough must pay rentals there- 
for amounting to $4,900,000, also 
interest on bonds, notes, efc., in 
excess Of $3,000,000, its loss. by 
reason of this lease is heavy and 
apparently will increase. 

“During 1927, passengers carried 
on the subway lines numbered 814,- 
600,000: on the élevated, 359,000,- 
000; total, 1,173,600,000. An in- 
eCréase of 2 cents upon cach fare 
would have added to the subway 
receipts $16,292,000; to the elevat- 
ed, $7,180,000." 

Justice McReynolds then sums 
up the views of the Court as fol- 
lows: 

“The Transit Commission has 
long held the view that it lacks 
power to change the 6b-cent' rate 
established by contract: and it in- 
tended to test this point of law by 
an immediate, orderly appeal to 
the courts of the State. This pur- 
pose should not be thwarted by an 
injunction, Upon the record before 
us, we cannot accept the theory 
that the subways§ and elevated 
roads constitute a unified system 
for rate making purposes, 
“Considering the probable fair 
value of the subways and current 
receipts therefrom, no adequate 
basis is shown for claiming that 
the G-cent rate is now confiscatory 


in respect of them, The action

Indications that the opposiag 
commanders were gathering their 
forces for a suprenié effort against 
each other in Sinaloa and Sonora 
appeared when it was announced 
here that Escobar was expected to 
arrive in’ Nogales, Sonora, today 
from the State of Chihuahua by 
airplane, preceding his principal 
army, which was hurrying Wwest- 
ward from Juarez and other Chi- 
huahua points, 

This, together with word from 
Mexico City that Gen. Callegs was 
on his way to establish headquar- 
ters in Mazatlan from which he 
will direct the drive northward into 
Sonora, the heart of the rebel 
country, indicated that the princi- 
pal theater of war had been. shifted 
to the west. 

At least two important obstacles 
appeared in Escobar’s path. The 
first was the uncertainty as to 
whether his main army will be able 
to enter Sonora from Chihuahua 
before it is intercepted by Feder- 
als. Gen. Cardenas’ loyal troops 
were reported to be heading to- 
ward Pulpeto Pass, through which 
Escobar’s rebels wére expected to 
enter Sonora, 


Naco Garrison Holds Out. 


Another obstacie to the appar- 
ent rebel consolidation move is 
the Iederal garrison at Naco, 
Sonora, on the Arizona border east 
of here. 

Less than 1200 loyal Federals 
under Gen. Lucas Gonzalez have 
held the Naco fortifications against 
repeated attacks by Gen. Fausto 
Topete. The ratter made an effort 
to take the position by storm Jast 
Saturday but was forced to give up. 
His troops, said to number more 
than 2000, remain encamped a 
short distance south of Naco. 

Iederal possession of Naco con- 
stitutes a foothold which the Fed- 
eral forces might usé as a base to 
the rear of the rebel army in the 
event that the revolutionafies méet 
Calles forces in Southern Sonora. 
The principal rebel army on the 
west coast is at San Blas, Sinaloa.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 9— 
A nuisance tax bill, proposing a4 
State levy of 10 per cent of the re- 
tuil sale price of cigarettes and 
cigarette papers sold in Missouri, 
was killed last night by the House 


Ways and Means Committee after 
a brief hearing. Only one vote was 
cast for the bill. 

Members of the committee op- 
posed the bill on the ground the 
tax would be unpopular, would bé 
difficult to collect and was not a 
desirable form of revenue. It w@s 
recalled that the City of Kansas 
City recently repealed a municipal 
cigarette tax ordinance after fail- 
ing in an attempt to enforce the or- 
dinance. 

The bill was introduced by nap: 
resentatives Baird and Griggs of 
Jasper County, Elmer of Dent 
County, Smith of Laclede County, 
Armstrong of Pulaski County, Bea- 
man of Polk County and Rollins of 
Boone County. 

tepresentative Ricketts of St. 
Louis, a committee member, said 
he realized the State needed reve- 
nue but he would not vote for such 
a bill. He suggested the bill be 
Killed and no such legislation un- 
dertaken until a survey was made 
of the needs of the educational, 
eleemosynary and _ penal inatitu- 
tions and the financial condition of 
the State, as planned by Gov. Caul- 
field. A bill authorizing such a 
survey is on the House calendar. 

“Give the Governor's survey plan 
a chance,” said Ricketts. ‘‘When 
it is completed we will have defi- 
nite information on the require- 
ments and can come back here in 
a special session, or in the next reg- 
ular session, to act upon definite 
recommendations, based on the 
findings in this survey. The State 
government always can use money 
but we have no definite informa- 
tion noWw and this survey is theo 
practical way to got it.” 

The only committee member 
who voted for a favorable report 
on the bill was Representative 
Poage of Johnson County, who de- 
clared he did not believe the sur- 
vey would provide any more infor- 
mation than now was available. 
The motion to report the bill ad- 
versely was adopted by a vote of 
six to one. 

Former Gov. Baker attempted to 
put a nuisance tax bill through the 
1927 Legislature as a school reve- 
nue measure. It proposed a tax 
of 10 per cent of the retail sale 
price of all forms of tobacco and 
a tax of 10 per cent of all theater 
admission prices, tickets for base- 
ball games and other sports, and 
other amusements. The bill was 
driven through the Republican- 
controlled House but died in the 
Democratic-controlled Senate.

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CANADA PROTESTS 
AGAINST SINKING 
OF “TM ALONE”

WASHINGTON, April 9.— Repre- 
sentations of the Canadian Govern- 
ment against the sinking of the 
rum-running schooner I’m Alone in 
the Gulf of Mexico last month by 
the Coast Guard were formally 
presented to Secretary Stimson to- 
day by the Canadian Minister, Vin- 
cent Massey. 

The Canadians did not make pub- 
lic the contents of the note, and 
it is expected that the State De- 
partment will take time to study 
it before it is published. 

The Canadian protest is based on 
what the Ottawa Government re- 
gards as a violation of the anti- 
liquor smuggling treaty of 1924 be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, which is binding on Can- 
adg as one of the British Domin- 
ions.

NEW ORLEANS, April 9.—Capt. 
John Thomas Dandelland his crew 
of the Canadian schooncr I'm 
Alone, which was sunk by Coast 
Guard craft as a liquor runner in 
the Gulf of Mexico, were dismissed 
by the United States Commissioner 
at the request of the United States 
District Attorney. Seven men and 
the captain survived the sinking of 
the vessel March 22. Leon MNain- 
fay, a French subject, drowned 
when the sailors took to boats after 
the vessel was slsclied. 

In requesting the dismissal, Dis- 
trict Attorney Edmond E. Talbot 
said he wished to have it under- 
stood that the dismissal did not fu 
any way prejudice the right of the 
Coast Guard to fire on and sink 
liquor smugglers. This action was 
understood to have been directed 
by the Department of Justice from 


Washington. 
“This is no way prejudices or 
affects the right of the Coast 


Guard to seize and search. liquor 
runners,” added the District Attor- 
ney. “This is merely disposal of 
the criminal] side of the case, with 
the civil side affecting the right of 
search and seizure or any indemni- 
ties growing out of the I’m Alone 
being a mattcr for the govern- 
ments to settle.” 

The District Attorney gave no 
reason for requesting the dismissal. 

Edwin H. Grace, counsel for the 
defendants, filed a plea that the 
issue at stake involved whether the 
liquor schoonér was more than one 
hour’s steaming distance from the 
Louisiana coast and declaring that 
the 12-mile limit had no bearing 
on the case. This is provided for, 
hé said, by the treaty between the 
United States and British Govern- 
ments. 

The crew, many of them in shirt 
sleeves, made preparations for 
leaving New Orleans.

There was a 
queer sound and Jacob noticed a 
bung at the bottom of the block, 
of about the size of a silver dol- 
lar. Then he found other bungs of 
the size of dollars, half dollars and 
quarters. In all they contained 
$3000 in silver. 

The young farmer then made a 
search of the house, In the wall of 
the bedroom where his father had 
slept and died were boxes with 
nearly $3000 in bank notes. AS 
Dunder is the only son he will in- 
herit the $6000.

Cuban Warrant Issued for Na- 
turalized American Who 
Failed to Sell Stock.

HAVANA, April 9%.—Warrants 
for the arrest of Chaim Kulaker, 
naturalized American citizen and 
alleged principal in a $100,000 dia- 
mond and jewelry smuggling plot 
uncovered at Miami yesterday were 
issued by the Cuban judicial police 
today. The warrants charge fail- 
uré to dispose of jewels consigned 
to him for sale. The charges were 
brought by Oscar Mock, Havana 
jewel merchant, and by Stetten & 
Co. 

The American Consulate today 
requested police to take up Kula- 
ker’s passport papers on the ground 
that he violated privileges granted 
him undér naturalization by at- 
tempted smuggling into the United 
States, 

Kulaker was last séen Sunday 
night when he went to his apart- 
ment for séveral bundles of per- 
sonal belongings. It is said he 
maitnains a residence in New York 
City, though he had lived in Ha- 
vana for a number of years. 


MIAMI, Fla., April %.—United 
States customs officers today were 
holding uncut diamonds and other 
jewelry valued at approximately 
$100,000 taken yesterday from the 
false bottom of a trunk shipped 
here* on a steamcr from Havana. 

Steamship officers said the own- 
er of the trunk left the steamer just 
before it sailed from Havana, and 
wired ahead to Miami asking the 
return of the trunk to Havana. 
Customs officials, however, had 
madé their discovery before his re- 
quest was received. 


VIRGINIA COMMISION BARS 
RAILWAY EXPRESS AGENCY 


RICHMOND, Va., April 9.—The 
State Corporation Commission to- 
day denied the Railway Express 
Agency, Ine., permission to do 
businéss in this State.

BE AN IMMIGRANT 


Supreme Court Rules He Is 
Subject to the Quota Re- 
strictions of the Immigra- 
tion Act.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—When 
is an immigrant not an immigrant? 
The Circuit Court of Appeals of 
the United States, which held that 
British citizens commuting across 
the border from Canada to work on 


this side are not subject to the 
quota restrictions of the Immigra- 
tion Act, was overruled yesterday 


by the United States Supreme 
Court on an appeal by the Immi- 
gration Bureau of the Department 
of Labor. 

The effect of the decision is to 


require aliens from Canada, unless 


| they happen to haye been born in 


Canada, to qualify as immigrants 
if they are to be permitted to move 
back and forth across the line. 

Mary Cook, born in Scotland, 
living at Niagara Falls, Ont., and 
Antonio Dane!son, an Italian-born 
naturalized British subject, also of 
Niagara Falls, were the commu- 
ters in whose case the Immigration 
Bureau made a court test of its re- 
strictions. Both of them had been 
in the habit of coming into the 
United States to work and return- 
ing to their homes on the other side 
at night.

VANCOUVER, B. C., April 9.—

HE collapse of night life along 
T Broadway and its “buyways” is 

a curious phenomena to those 
who have watched the gushing cas- 
cade for years. It was not a sud- 
den debacle, but instead a gradual 
drift of pleasure scekers to new 
amusements—new thrills. 


There are still nocturnal haunts, 
and the whine of jazz is almost as 
pronounced as ever, but it lacks 
the old time enthusiasm. The fa- 
miliar faces are missing. Broad- 
way after dark is not exactly Main 
Street after curfew, but the wallop 
is kitten powered. 

Two years ago there wey a half 
dozen places where stay-outs 
gained admittance by bribing an 
imperious head waiter. Today it 
is seldom necessary to phone for 
an advance reservation. The clubs 
are as gaudy, intimate. and just as 
wet, but the customers are coy. 


One of the contributing reasons 
for the White Way detour was the 
sudden rise of peeping journalism, 
fostered chiefly by tabloid inquisi- 
tiveness, but countenanced to an 
extent by the more sedate feuille- 
tons. Night club patronage is com- 
posed largely of philanderers. 

And for those on a romp for the 
evening to read next:day in inti- 
mate columns of gossipy chatter of 
their didoes is, putting it mildly, 
slightly disconcerting. Such items 
as: “Joe Eppis, the big rubber 
man, @nd Dotty Hikique of the Fol- 
lies opened the sixteenth quart in 
the Club Kazoo at 6 a. m.” were 
frequent. 

There are always unholy glean- 
ers, too, who delight in clipping 
out such salacious paragraphs and 
mailing them anonymously to inno- 
cent wives. The philanderers of 
this type were the Reavy sugar 
boys who made it possibie for hos- 
tesses to buy diamonds and limou- 
sines. Without tuem, a night club 
expires. 

HERE were, of course, other 

reasons for the night club flop. 
known, for instance, 
that one popular rendezvous em- 
ployed no bouncers for those who 
went gay. Bouncers inspired dam- 
age suits, so they resurrected an 
expedicnt. If a patron grew 


troublesome, a waiter slipped a 
Mickey Finn into his drink. This 
is a tasteless but nauseating mix- 
ture that brought on violent ilines3 
and oblivion. 


HE new under-cover bazars are 


luxurious and quiet and range 
eastward. They aim for ultra ex- 
clusiveness. Perhaps the Only mu- 
sic will be soft pedal on the piano 
by one of those paie« dinner-coated 
boys whose rhythmic fingérs play 
by ear. Not more than 20 are ad- 
mitted, and frequently prominent 
folk are turned away. ‘The pro- 
prietors know the New York psy- 
chology. Those turned away, vow- 
ing never to'return, are back with- 
in the weck. 


NOTHER obstacle for 

Broadway night club was 
tiresome standardization. You saw 
one—-you saw all. The same jazz 
orchestra playing the same tunes 
with the same muted moan. There 
were the same dim lights and un- 
comfortable chairs at jammed-up 
tables. Even the hostesses be- 
came standardized—extravagantly 
dressed, glittering with jewels,

Leading Experts Pick Losers. 
HE public, for example, 
probably has never seen a 

little sheet, published in turf 
circles, called the “Public 
dicappers’ Standings.” 
shows, for example, what 
leading 15 handicappers did in 
the matter of picking winners 
and also horses “in the money,” 
at the various tracks. This little 
sheet tells plenty. From it we 
learn, for exampie, that: 

If a bettor had backed any 
one of the leading 15 handicap- 
pers of the country, playing $2 
on every race, at all winter 
tracks, he would have LOST, 
during the month of February 
alone, from $33 to $337, accord- 
ing to the handicapper be fol- 
lowed. 

If he had backed any of the 
leading handicappers for the en- 
tire season at winter tracks he 
would have lost from $361 to 
$928, according to the handicap- 
per. 

The highest percentage of win- 
mers picked by any handicapper 
during the winter season was 
33.68, but his followers would 
still have lost $539. 

The records were made by 
men trained to horse racing and 
whose livelihood in a measure 
depends on their success in nam- 
ing the winners. Yet the best 
they could do was to lose money 
for their clients’

ANY believe that the secret 
of beating the ponies is 
tem betting. Many of these sys- 
tems are based on “doubling up.” 

Imagine what would have can- 
fronted the follower of the 
doubling up system last winter 
when, of»the 15 experts whose 
records were published, the low 
mark for consecutive failures to 
pick a winner was 16 and the 
high was 24. Figure cut what 
$2, doubled up 24 times, would 
mean. \ 

After 15 successive defeats 
the better would be forced to 
wager $65.536—an investment 
which, at even money, would win 
him $2 above his previous losses. 

To double up for 24 successive 
defeats would require the Fed- 
eral Reserve as backing. That 
many pyramids of $2 would re- 
sult in a grand total wager of 
16,796,216.
